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Annie  Bidwell's  Diary,  January  1-  June  11,  1901 


The  notebook  in  which  Annie  K.  Bidwell  kept  a  diary  from  Jan.  1-June  11,  1901  was 
received  by  the  IVleriam  Library's  Special  Collections  in  September  2004. 

It  had  been  found  in  1923  by  one  of  the  first  group  of  Chico  Normal  School  girls  to 
be  assigned  to  the  dormitory  formed  by  Chico  Normal  School  from  the  Mansion,  called 
Bidwell  Hall.  She  (Frances  Fuller)  kept  it  as  a  souvenir  and  it  was  returned  to  Chico  after  her 
death  by  her  sister  who  resides  in  Oregon.  This  was  in  September,  2004. 

Another  such  book  for  the  remainder  of  1901  may  hopefully  still  be  found  and 
returned. 

Annie  was  in  Washington,  D.C.  when  the  year  began,  visiting  Sallie  and  Tom 
Alexander.

And  the  [unfinished]  Also  from  Mrs  John 

R,  Preston  thanking  for  cherries  &  lauding  their  quality.  Our  Black  Tartarian  cherries  have 

averaged  31/2  inches  in  circumference  the  last  ten  days.  Alice  Craighead  and  Col.  Royce 

measuring  them  frequently.  They  are  jet  black  and  delicious.

Weather:  perfect,  no  wind,  air  cool  &  delightfully  spicy. 

Thursday  June  6,  1901

Got  one  at  $10,  one 
at  $6.  (One  at  8  is  being  made  for  me  -  burden  basket).  Got  a  platter  used  for  winnowing 
wheat,  for  $3.00. 

Called:  Miss  Sableman  -  about  4lh  of  July  temperance  celebration.  Col.  Rovce  to  dinner. 
Sent  Mrs  White  peaches:  apricots,  raspberries,  strawberries:  heliotrope  &  lilies.  -  and  gave 
her  two  fine  oranges  of  those  just  ripened  on  the  wonderful  tree  in  Oroville. 
Walked  about  grounds  at  sunset.  Brilliant  sun-set.  Watched  birds  in  A.M.  &  P.M.  from 
veranda.  Saw  the  mocking  birds  &  some  pretty  ones  I  did  not  know.  Also  quail  feeding  on 
the  lawn.

Weather:  58°  at  6.30  this  A.M.  and  very  cool  all  day.  Glorious  Sunset  but  threatened  rain 
this  P.M. 

The  leaves  of  the  notebook  end  here  ,  and  the  1 901  diary  entries,  except  for  two 
pages  which  had  been  used  to  figure  Laundry  Bills  from  Sept.  3,  1900  [between  6  and  8 
dollars  a  month].
